III.  DISCUSSION OF LEGISLATION

Senate Bill No. 181 by Senator Milkovich

Senator Milkovich presented Senate Bill No. 181, which prohibits abortions later than fifteen weeks
after conception.

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Representative Marino offered an amendment to provide that proposed law will become effective
upon final decision of the U.S. Court of Appeals for the Fifth Circuit upholding the Act that
originated as House Bill 1510 of the 2018 Regular Session of the Mississippi Legislature. 
Representative Marino offered a motion to adopt the proposed amendment.  Without objection, the
amendment was  adopted by a vote of 16 yeas and 0 nays.  Representatives Mack, Bacala, Bagneris,
Carpenter, Duplessis, Dwight, Gaines, Hazel, Hodges, Howard, James, Marcelle, Marino,
Muscarello, Norton, and Pylant voted yea.

Representative Pylant offered a motion to report Senate Bill No. 181 with amendments, to which
Representative Carpenter objected.  The secretary called the roll, and Senate Bill No. 181 was
reported with amendments by a vote of 9 yeas and 8 nays.  Representatives Mack, Bacala, Dwight,
Hazel, Hodges, Howard, Muscarello, Pylant, and Stefanski voted yea.  Representatives Bagneris,
Carpenter, Duplessis, Gaines, James, Marcelle, Marino, and Norton voted nay.

Representatives Bacala, Hodges, Muscarello, and Pylant voted nay.  Representative Mack abstained.

Senator Walsworth presented Senate Bill No. 563, which provides relative to the penalty for cruelty
to a juvenile.

Representative Bacala offered a motion to report Senate Bill No. 563 favorably.  Without objection,
Senate Bill No. 563 was reported favorably by a vote of 13 yeas and 0 nays.  Representatives Mack,
Bacala, Bagneris, Carpenter, Duplessis, Dwight, Gaines, Hodges, Howard, Marino, Muscarello,
Norton, and Stefanski voted yea.

Senate Bill No. 525 by Senator LaFleur

On behalf of Senator LaFleur, Representative Dwight presented Senate Bill No. 525, which provides
relative to the transfer of purse funds from one horse racing facility to another.

Representative Gaines offered an amendment to add an effective date upon signature of governor
or lapse of time for gubernatorial action.  Representative Gaines offered a motion to adopt the
proposed amendment.  Without objection, the amendment was adopted by a vote of 14 yeas and 0
nays.  Representatives Mack, Bacala, Bagneris, Carpenter, Duplessis, Dwight, Gaines, Hodges,
Howard, Marino, Muscarello, Norton, Pylant, and Stefanski voted yea.
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Representative Stefanski offered a motion to report Senate Bill No. 525 with amendments.  Without
objection, Senate Bill No. 525 was reported with amendments by a vote of 14 yeas and 0 nays. 
Representatives Mack, Bacala, Bagneris, Carpenter, Duplessis, Dwight, Gaines, Hodges, Howard,
Marino, Muscarello, Norton, Pylant, and Stefanski voted yea.

Senate Bill No. 389 by Senator Claitor

Senator Claitor presented Senate Bill No. 389, which provides relative to felony probation.

Representative Mack offered amendments to:

(1) Amend the procedures provided in proposed law relative to the reducing of an order of 
restitution to a civil money judgment.

(2) Provide that the provisions of proposed law relative to the reducing of an order of restitution
to a civil money judgment and the prohibition on revoking or extending probation solely
based on a defendant's inability to pay fines, fees, or restitution shall become effective on
August 1, 2019.

Representative Mack offered a motion to adopt the proposed amendments.  Without objection, the
amendments were adopted by a vote of 14 yeas and 0 nays.  Representatives Mack, Bacala, Bagneris,
Carpenter, Duplessis, Dwight, Gaines, Hodges, Howard, Marino, Muscarello, Norton, Pylant, and
Stefanski voted yea.
